Wheat quality, in turn, is a 
matter of a highly bred partic¬ 
ular variety.

But 
the precious small handfuls of 
seed which, after years of lalxir 
and toil, the plant breeders pro¬ 
duce, would obviously be value¬ 
less if distributed to tens of 
thousands of farmers.

The safest procedure is to 
have a periodical medical exam¬ 
ination every vear. including an 
X-ray chest film. If this lie pro- 
erlv done, tuberculosis is not 
likely to be missed.

SIM LEAVES NOVA SCOTIA 

—IS ON HIS WAY WEST 

The English Channel and the 
Bay of Pundy are the two rough 
est pieces of water in the world 
I am told; 1 can vouch fot the 
Bay of Fundy. Its tide, which 
ebbs and flows to a height of 
over forty feet is responsible. 
This tide, the highest in the 
world, is an amazing phenomena 
In the morning boats in Digby 
were floating at the docks, the 
water coming within three feet 
of the boat landing. By supper 
time the same boats were sitt¬ 
ing on dry land; the same boat 
landing, lookink as grotesque as 
a ski jump in July, was sitting 
over fifty feet above tin* water! 
Hundreds of acres of beach are 
uncovered when the tide goes 
out, and such things as clams 
and oysters are dug up from the 
oozy mud. In places long grass, 
growing on this marsh land, is 
cut at low-tide, and set up on 
piles to l>e above water when it 
comes in. 

Ever since I hit the Maritir 
1 have been eating fresh fish. 

I told you about my experience 
with clams. Every place 1 go I 
try to get a new type of fish. 
Today I had a lobster dinner. 
The lobster is a big red creature 
with huge claws, as you remem¬ 
ber in Kinksley’s “Water B,all¬ 
ies.” They brought the lobster 
in to me with trimmngs, on 
ti platter. He was gazing at me 
wun a glassy stare as much as 
to say, “So you think you can 
eat me, you farmer you.” 

I asked the waitress how I 
should kill him, but she assured 
me that had been done. Lobster 
is delicious, and there is as 
muen difference between canned 
salmon and fresh. But it 
lobster and fresh as between 
is a rich heavy food and I am 
now on the Bay of Fundy. That 
same lobster is doing things 
to me. I am writing this letter 
to try to forget the past, and 
keep my mind off the future. 

Today I shook the dust of 
Nova Scotia from my hair i 
will spend a few days in New 
Brunswick and so by slow deg¬ 
rees through Quebec to Ontario. 

1 say “dust” deliberately, be¬ 
cause I have no hat or cap and 
since most of the roads are not 
paved it is difficult to keep clean. 

. e other day I made the best 
time hiking that I am likely to 
make, going one day from Anti- 
gonish to Annapolis Hoyal. a 
distance of 36f> miles. Of this 
^distance j walked about ten 

miles and rode in nine different 
cars. 

At one point two girls picked

must be looking good today 
t ns is the first time a woman 
has picked me up on this trip. I 
was soon aware that neither 
of the girls was quite normal. 
They had been out all night 
did they have fun—Whoopee! 
and were their heads aching. Ob 
dear! “You might have known 
only a drunk woman would pick 
you up a still small voice told 
me. Boy, what a let down. After 
several miraculous escape with 
such things that cluttered up 
the way as telephone poles and 
ten ton truks. I began to realize 
I was not on the righ thighway. 
After suggesting a number of 
times that I had a great longing 
to walk, they let me out. It 
was four miles in a hot sun back 
to the highway. There is some 
risk in picking up.a hiker but 
don’t ever think the hiker isn’t 
runnng a risk too.

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 

(By H. G. L. Strange) 

•Gold is once again a matter 
of grave concern to statesmen. 

When the prices of all comm¬ 
odities fell precipitously in 1929 
many Governments, against the 
advice of the best economists, 
revalued gold, suspended gold 
ayments, and printed large quan 
tities of paper money in order 
to make commodity prices rise. 

I lie desired effect was achiev 
ed, but economists warned the 
Governments that in consequ¬ 
ence the roducton of gold would 
become greatly expanded, and 
tliat commodity prices’ and the 
rost of living would certainly 
rise to high levels. 

Governments are now fearful 
tliat these forecasts are coming 
true, and so they are talking of 
reducing the production of gold, 
and of making it worth less mon 
ey, so as to reduce in turn the 
prices of all products, and so of 
tile cost of living. 

II this is done, however, many 
people, wheat producers in par¬ 
ticular, will certainly be serious 
ly harmed. 

The wiser plan it w-ould seem 
would he for Governments not 
to tamer with gold again but 
too redistribute it to the nat¬ 
ions that urgently need it, and 
particularly to remove the pres 
em harsh restrictions against 
trade so that an abundance of 
goods and products may be 
niclae available to all the j>eople.
